Report  of  School  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  School  District  of  Gilmanton: 

The  report  of  Mr.  Breck,  superintendent  for  the  pre- 
vious school  year  and  of  the  new  superintendent,  Prof. 
Channing  T.  Sanborn,  and  that  of  this  board  for  last  year, 
in  relation  to  the  purposes  and  progress  of  our  schools, 
leaves  little  that  need  to  be  said  by  the  School  Board  for 
the  school  year  just  closed.  Our  superintendent,  who  is 
giving  his  work  faithful  and  efficient  attention,  invites 
attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  in  our  town  an  authorized 
high  school. 

In  its  organization  the  School  Board  was  without 
authority  and  unconsulted.  Neither  this  board  nor  the 
town  can  under  present  conditions  have  any  voice  in  the 
character  of  the  instruction.  The  town's  purpose  as  voiced 
in  school  meetings,  and  accepted  as  the  will  of  the  town, 
can  find  execution  only  as  others  may  choose  to  give  it 
expression  in  the  courses  of  study  given.  By  officially 
organizing  a  high  school  as  a  part  of  the  school  course  of 
the  town,  the  town  can  have  a  directing  hand,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The 
warrant,  calling  the  district  school  meeting,  provides  an 
opportunity  for  the  town  to  determine  what  its  course  shall 
be  in  relation  to  a  high  school.  The  deficit  for  the  school 
year  is  due  in  part  to  the  sudden  organization  of  the  present 
high  school  subsequent  to  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the 
school  district. 

The  new  school  house  at  Iron  Works  whose  construc- 
tion was  voted  at  a  special  meeting,  is  completed  within  the 
appropriation  made  for  the  purpose  and  as  stated  by  Mr. 
Sanborn  is  a  modern  one  and  represents  very  much  for 
the  money  voted  for  its  construction.  Attention  is  in- 
vited to  it  to  give,  by  the  board  for  the  district,  expression 
of  its  appreciation  to  public  spirited  citizens  for  their  aid 
in  providing  a  roomy  school  ground  of  some  three  quarters 
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of  an  acre.  The  Baptist  Society  very  generously  gave  the 
district  a  deed  of  a  valuable  section  of  ground  essential  to 
the  rounding  in  form  and  size  of  the  school  grounds. 
Dea.  Harlan  Page  gave  much  time  and  earnest  aid  in 
straightening  tangled  problems  in  securing  the  deed,  came 
to  our  aid  with  the  starting  fund  of  construction.  Mr.  Dan- 
iel Connell  deeded  to  the  district  a  valuable  house  lot  for  a 
moderate  consideration.  Mr.  Charles  A.  Price  and  Mr. 
Chase  each  has  promised  to  deed  important  sections  of 
land  for  school  grounds  free.  Mr.  Walter  Ayer,  in  an 
emergency  supplied  the  school  board  with  a  thousand 
dollars  until  the  selectmen  as  an  economy  to  the  town 
took  up  the  obligation,  Mr.  Ayer  declined  any  compen- 
sation for  the  use  of  the  money.  A  committee  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Gilmanton  Iron  Works  composed  of  Dr.  C.  P.  Bal- 
lard, Charles  A.  Price  and  Roy  C.  Edgerley,  waited  upon 
the  board  with  promise  for  the  citizens  of  the  Iron  Works 
district  to  grade  the  new  and  enlarged  grounds.  This  is 
no  inconsiderably  undertaking  and  reflects  credit  on  the 
public  spirit  of  the  citizens  of  the  district.  The  work  is 
yet  to  be  done  the  season  not  being  auspicious  for  grading 
after  the  house  was  ready  for  the  work. 

Much  to  the  chagrin  of  your  board  the  construction  of 
the  building  like  the  erection  of  most  public  buildings  was 
subject  to  serious  delays;  but  it  is  completed  and  the 
board  has  had  the  great  pleasure  of  viewing  38  bright 
eyed  youths  of  the  district  sitting  in  comfort  in  the  ad- 
justable seats  in  a  finely  lighted  school  room,  the  light 
coming  wholly  from  the  left  of  their  hands,  conserving  the 
eye  sight. 

At  the  expense  of  repetition  we  desire  to  assure  the 
district  that  the  schools  of  the  town  are  in  improving  con- 
dition under  good  supervision  of  a  worthy  line  of  teachers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilmanton  : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  first  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools.  This  report  must  be  confined 
largely  to  that  half  of  the  year  during  which  I  have  been 
with  you. 

One  of  the  ear  marks  of  a  good  school  is  good  attend- 
ance. At  any  rate  poor  attendance  often  indicates  an  un- 
satisfactory school,  and  there  is  no  better  way  of  improv- 
ing the  attendance  than  by  improving  the  school.  I  refer 
you  to  the  accompanying  statistical  table  which  gives  in 
some  detail  the  record  of  attendance  and  other  data  of 
interest.  You  will  note  that  the  record  has  been  good. 
I  call  special  attention  to  the  excellent  showing  at  the 
Gale  school  during  the  winter  term.  In  one  or  two  of  the 
schools  there  needs  to  be  a  reform  in  the  matter  of 
tardinessess.  The  enrollment  during  the  winter  term  was 
134.     The  school  year  was  32  weeks  in  length. 

The  enforcement  of  the  vaccination  law  interfered  with 
the  attendance  in  some  of  the  schools  during  the  fall  term. 
The  law  forbidding  the  attendance  at  school  of  children 
who  have  not  been  vaccinated  is  nothing  new.  It  has  long 
been  a  state  regulation.  For  several  years  it  has  been 
pretty  generally  enforced  m  the  cities  and  some  of  the 
larger  towns.  With  the  opening  of  schools  in  September 
the  state  board  of  health  began  an  active  campaign  for 
general  enforcement  throughout  the  state  and  insisted 
that  local  health  officers  see  to  it  that  the  regulation  was 
obeyed. 

We  began  the  school  year  in  September  with  one  new 
teacher.  Miss  Marion  E.  Kimball  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  a 
graduate  of  Lowell  Normal  school,  took  up  the  work  at 
the  Jones'  Mills  school.  Mrs.  Sarah  L.  Batchelder,  the 
former  teacher,  retired  in  June  on  a  state  pension,  after  a 
long  and  faithful  service.     At  the  close  of    the  fall  term 
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Miss  Weston  resigned  at  Loon  Pond  to  accept  a  position  in 
the  South  and  Mrs.  Amy  O.  Hawkins  was  appointed  to 
this  vacancy.  ( 

The  community  as  well  as  the  schools  suffered  a  great 
loss  by  the  death  in  November  of  Mrs.  Ethel  Page.  Mrs. 
Page  was  one  of  our  most  faithful  and  efficient  teachers. 
She  had  a  fine  spirit  toward  her  work  which  was  reflected 
in  the  school  room.  Her  quiet  dignity,  her  earnest  man- 
ner, and  fine  character  helped  to  make  her  a  rare  teacher, 
and  one  who  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Since  the  death  of  Mrs.  Page,  Miss  Florence  C.  Edgerly 
who  had  been  the  assistant  at  the  Iron  Works  school  has 
filled  the  position  at  the  Smith  Meeting  House  school. 

We  have  on  our  teaching  force  now  four  state  certified 
teachers  or  normal  graduates  and  the  district  draws  from 
the  state  two  dollars  per  week  for  each  of  these  teachers 
for  as  many  weeks  as  they  are  employed.  These  teachers 
are:  Mrs.  Plorence  Durgin,  Mrs.  Carrie  Leyland,  Mrs. 
Alice  A.  Morgan,  aud  Miss  Marion  Kimball. 

After  the  disastrous  fire  at  Gilmanton  Iron  Works  in 
May,  the  sessions  of  this  school  were  held  in  the  Hall 
during  the  remainder  of  the  spring  term  and  through  the 
fall  term.  The  accommodations  here  were  of  course 
rather  unsatisfactory  and  it  was  decided  to  postpone  the 
opening  of  the  winter  term  until  the  new  building  should 
be  completed.  After  several  unexpected  delays  the  build- 
ing was  finally  opened  February  7. 

In  the  plan  and  construction  of  this  new  building 
present-day  ideas  of  what  a  model  one-room  school  build- 
ing should  be  were  followed.  There  is  one  main  room 
seating  comfortably  40  pupils.  It  is  well  lighted.  The 
furniture  is  adjustable  and  up-to-date.  There  are  two 
small  rooms  which  may  be  used  as  class  rooms  should 
conditions  demand,  or  they  may  be  used  as  work  or  lunch 
rooms.  Children  can  pass  directly  from  the  school  room 
to  the  toilets  without  going  out  of   doors.     The  building  is 
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now  heated  with  a  common  stove.  There  should  be  either 
a  jacketed  stove  or  a  furnace  installed  another  year.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  school  yard  can  be  graded  and  put  in 
an  attractive  condition  in  the  spring. 

Gilmanton  Academy  was  opened  by  the  trustees  in 
September  .with  Mr.  Arthur  W,  French  as  principal. 
The  school  was  approved  by  the  state  department  of  pub- 
lic instruction  as  qualified  to  offer  the  first  and  second 
years  of  high  school  work.  The  law  states  that  any  town 
not  having  a  high  school  must  pay  the  tuition  of  children 
of  that  town  attending  an  approved  high  school  or  aca- 
demy. Gilmanton  has  no  high  school.  Gilmanton 
academy  is  not  a  part  of  our  school  system.  The  town  or 
district  does  not  support  it  wholly  or  in  part.  It  is  a  pri- 
vate institution.  Gilmanton  Academy  being  an  approved 
school  the  district  is  liable  for  the  tuition  of  Gilmanton 
children  attending  this  school.  The  case  is  precisely  the 
same  as  though  the  children  attended  Tilton  Seminary  or 
Alton  High  School.  We  have  fourteen  pupils  attending 
the  Academy,  one  at  Tilton,  and  one  at  Pinkerton.  As  a 
result  the  bill  for  high  school  tuition  is  much  larger  than 
ever  before. 

There  are  ten  or  twelve  pupils  who  ought  to  complete 
the  common  school  work  this  spring  term  and  who  should 
be  qualified  to  take  up  high  school  work  in  the  fall.  How 
many  of  these  children  will  go  to  a  high  school  it  is  im- 
possible for  me  to  state.  Presumably  some  of  them  will. 
We  ought  to  have  a  high  school  to  which  the  boys  and 
girls  would  naturally  go  at  the  proper  time,  a  school 
which  should  become  the  center  of.  the  educational  life  of 
the  town  and  function  with  the  life  of  the  community. 
This  is  distinctly  a  farming  community.  This  school 
ought  to  have  courses  in  agriculture  for  the  boys  and  in 
domestic  arts  for  the  girls.     Is  such  a  school  possible  ? 

The  report  of  last  year  stated  clearly  and  in  some  detail 
what  we  are  trying  to  do  in  the  schools.     I  do  not  need  to 
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repeat  but  will  refer  you  to  that  report.  In  short,  we  are 
trying  to  make  these  schools  the  very  best  schools 
possible  for  the  boys  and  girls  of  Gilmanton  and  to  bring 
the  home  life  and  school  life  closer  together.  I  have 
found  a  willing  body  of  teachers  who  are  doing  good  and 
conscientious  work.  I  have  found  responsive  children.  I 
feel  that  reasonable  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board  for  their  support,  the 
teachers  for  their  co-operation,  and  the  children  for  their 
courtesies  which  have  helped  to  make  my  work  a  pleasure.
